The citation of Circle, a coveted honor 
at Central, is awarded to each deserving Cen- 
tralite who holds distinguished leadership in 
scholarship and extra-curricular activities, 
displays good behavior and citizenship, and 
has punctual attendance. In extra-curricular 
activities a sophomore must earn a minimum 
of 24 points, a junior 30, and a senior 36, 
with at least one major and one minor field 
of activity.
